To I he Editor of A a imls: 

Sit; : In accordance with your re 
quest, I take pleasure in submitting, 
lor publication in the Annuls, the 
following general results of the inquiry 
info the number and condition ol the 
deaf and dumb in the United States, 
made in the Tenth Census. 

The total number of deaf and dumb 
found was :;:i,S78; ol whom 82,806 
were returned by enumerators, and 
1,072 additional by physicians. 

They were found in the following 

': 5,898 in institutions for the 

.,11 in almshouses; -1 in jails 

and Other prisons; 79 in benevolent; 

Institutions; 24 In hospitals or asyl- 
ums lor the insane, and 27,8G7 at 
their homes or in private families. 

Willi respeot to their ages, 1,437 
were under six years old : 10,046 be- 
tween six an. I sixteen; 6,018 over six 
teen and under twenty one, and 17, 
882 were twenty one years old and 
over. Taking from six to twenty as 
of proper school age, the number of 
school age was L 5,069. 

The number reported as in institu 

lions JUUS I. 1880, was, as stated, 
6,898. Put m addition to these were 
found 8,761 not in institutions, who 
had received special instruct ion in m 

stilutions ; or 12, 1 54 educated or par 

tially educated deaf mutes, m all. I he 

dumber is doubtless incomplete 

The age at which deafness occurred 
was stated in 22,478 cases.

mutes al Nancy, lied on Saturday, 
July 26th, in his eighty fifth year, of 
inflammation of the lungs. 

His funeral services were celebrated 
with great pomp on the following 
Monday, in the church of St. Loon at 
ten o'clock. It was attended by gen- 
erals, magistrates, professors, the elite 
of the oitisens, deaf mutes in mourn- 



Mr. Piroux in order to please Cod and 

man. in Order to occupy and fill our 
lives with honor, and to preserve the 
traditions of our fathers and i 
good to othors according to our 
opportunities. The above is a good 
description of th, 
Piroux. from 1800 to ISSt. the ■ 
er part of which was spent at s 
is works of benevolence. 

Joseph Piroux was born at Had 

igny (Kosgee), January 2d, 1800 

While others spent their lives in mur 
a battles and revolutions, he 
pursued the more honorable path of 
peaceful charity. This was due in a 

measure to the influence of his 
mother whose memory be cherished 
until his latest moments. His father, 
a worthy and benevolent man, was a 
lawyer and also an architect, and 
gained considerable renown in both 
professions. Pew children ves 
crated the memory of their parents 
like ML Piroux did ; be constantly 
spoke of them to his friends. His 
father died while he was young, but, 
his mother, a woman of energy, eon 
trived to give him a good education, 
of -which Lorraine reaped the fruit. 

It is necessary to pass over the 
studios of Piroux at Epinal, after his 
leaving Hadigny, owing to our brief 
spare. It is sufficient to say that he 
was the friend of the poet Pellet, as 
he was destined to become later in life 
the friend of the poet Desi'-e Carri- 
ers, one of those men who sock friends 
among intelligent men owing to the 
tact that ordinary men cannot, compre- 
hind them. 

In 1824, three deaf-mate children 
were placed under the care of Sister 
Theodora, in the hospital of Epinal. 
Piroux saw them, was moved with 
compassion, and undertook to educate 
them. In order to learn how to teach 
tffbni, lie repaired to the school al 
Taris founded by the Abbe do ll'poe. 
There he became acquainted with Bo- 
bian, the pupil of Sioard, and one of 
ihe best of the French teachers of (he 

deaf. Bebisn became much attached to 
Piroux and look great pains fo initi- 
ate him into the methods pursued in 
aool. 1 1 was not long before 
such a pupil as Pironx, became equal 
to bis master. As a teacher and i 
i/.er of schools be soon became without 
a peer. Co. id judges, like M> 
undo, Qnenesn de Hiussy and Ambrose 
Rendu, yield him the palm. 

Russia, at that time on the wateh 
for men of distinction, offered Piroux 
a large sum to go to St. Petersburg 
and found a school for deaf mutes. Al- 
though Piroux was poor, he believed 
if his duty to reject the offer and devote 
his time and talents to the mutes of 
Franc 

In lS-.'S, he founded the Institution 
for Deal Mutes at Nancy. This was 
destined lor sixty years to be his field 
of work. This Institution v 
conducted that it gained the admir 
ation of (lie most distinguished men of 

both hemispheres lie received letters 

of praise from all quarters of the globe 
and in almost all langu:. 

We have not room to say any thing 
of the family of M. Pironx, of his 
writings, of his pupils, his friends and 
of his visitors, among whom were kings 
and queens and the most prominent 
men of the world. This is neither the 
place nor tho timo for such thing 
account, of his life will soon appear 
from the pen of one who pro 
this great man while he lived to write 

his biography after his death. 

Besides at, bis grave, the .May 
Nancy, presented in eloquent words 
the Spectacle offered to all llu. inhabit- 
ants of Stanislas by such an ei 
as PirOUXS life: and we must b 
tent at present with this eel 
and faithful, of the public opinion. 
The voice of science, speaking through 
the organs of the President of the 
Academy of Stanislas, also has paid 
her tribute of respect to Ihe memory 
of Piroux.

Before the train came to a stand-still, 
he jammed in the first car and ran to 
the end, but was greatly disappointed 
to see the writer was not there, and 
thought he was left behind. Believ- 
ing there may be another train to put 
in appearance, he asked the ticket- 
agent, I think, if any more would 
be up, but when told that was the 
last train, ho walked slowly up to the 
school. A» soon as he arrived, he 
found me '-on versing very happily 
with Mr. :'i, probably wondering 
how I came up, he being ten minutes 
late. After talking about it, we laugh- 
ed heartily and thought it to be a 
very good joke. The writer was re- 
ceived with the greatest hospitality. 
The school is situated at the South 
End of Market street in that city, 
upon a hill, free from the surround- 
ings of residence houses and probably 
Hie healthiest locality in Feed 
The climate seems to bo as healthy 
and pleasant as one of Maryland s 
famous summer resorts, called ihe 
Blue Mountain House, one and a half 
mile from IV-Mar, where excursionists 
flock daily during the summer and 
autumn months. The writer ■ 
that hotel for two months, while 
Baltimore was suffering with the in 
tense heat of the summer months, and 
had a jolly time. The school at. pre- 
sent has forty girls and fifty boys ; a

-t sport the girls think of is their 
feet on" wheels," where they fly every 
day in their large playroom after school 
dismisses. While I was conversing 
with one of the boys, he told me that 
two other boys had purchased eight 
watermelons, while the watermelon 
epidemic was at its height, one 
four and the other the remainder. 
What a miserable pair ! When they 
finished I believe they could hardly 
regain their feet. About four or five 
miles from tho school is sittial' 
vast forest of chestnut- trees where the 
boys, with their climbing irons, flock 
mostly every Saturday morning, to 
gather them and return back from a 
hard day's labor, but very happy of 
their success. I often say to myself, 
" Why do not many parents send their 
children to school very young ?" " Do 
they think it is a jail, or do think the 
officers and teachers act as tyrant 
But, alas ! if they make an investiga- 
tion at " Our dear Maryland School," 
they will find it like a "Sweet Home." 
Do not let them remain a world of 
darknegs, but send them to school, 
and when they receive their educa- 
tion, they will be very happy. The 
two experienced teachers, who instruct 
how to speak, seems to be 
of the best. The writer is a semi-mute, 
and while witnessing many of the 
little boys- and girls, who arc under 
instruction, could very easily under- 
stand what they said. There u 
or three mutes up there from Prof. 
Knapp's School in this city, who 
a tea how to speak, and they 
have attained a greater part of their 
•donation, and can talk intelligibly at 
■rick City Fair
